making my Recantation, (hauing but halfe an howre 
allowed me) I was enforced to omitt. Secondlie, that 
cueric good man,vnto whom the viewe of my recan- 
ration ſhall come, might thorowlic be ſatisfied of my 
vnfained meaning 1n the performance ofthis aftion: 
the which as it concerneth the cuerlaſting health or 
detriment ofmy ſoule, ſo of all other me I were moſt 
miſerable and wretched, if I ſhould anie waics be in- 
feted with hipocrific or difſimulation . Thirdhe, 
that I might the better ſtop the ſlaunderous reports 
of the aduerſarie whom I haue forſaken, whoſe pens 
and ſpeeches (I am ſure) will nowe bee ſo much the 
more vchement & ſharpe. againſt me,by how much 
Tam miraculouſly eſcaped and deliyered from them, 
who no doubt wil ſeeke to obſcure the glory of God 
in this his wonderfull and proyident worke , and to 
defame me for the fyurtheraunce of their owne cauſe, 
allthat they can. 

Theſe reſpets mooued me to adde ſome-thing 
more for the perfeAyng of the thing , that neyther 
that which I had ed to hauc ſpoken,might be

nſayd,the Reader better ſatisfied, and the aduerſarie 
oucrthrowen. 

As concerning the firſt poynt , wheras I could noe 
in ſo ſmall a porti6 of time, ſet downe the cauſes that 
mooued me firſt to forſake the Popeyo ſuſpeRe his 
reigio,to make my vnfayned fubmiſſis vnto her Ma- 
ieſtie,together with the cauſes that brought me back 
againe: what the ſhortnes of time then forced me to 
omit, heere now Ihaue ſapplyed by my penne. 

The firſt and principall thing that mooued me to 
forſaice the Pope,and to contemne hs religion, (next 
vnto the great mercie and prouidence of almightie 
God) was his notorious trecheries & vngodly prac-- 
eiſes, againſt our mote gracious Queene and Souc- 
raigne: vnto the happie conſideration wherofI came 
not,vntil ſuch timeas it pleaſed God to ſtoppe me of 
my courſe, (which was in raunging VPPe and downe. 
her Maicſties Realme,in ſowing the {ced not only of 
falſe doArine, but alſo of ſedition and rebellion)and 
bringing me into priſon,for as it is written, T ribula«. 
tio dat intellettum, T ribulation giueth vnderflanding: & 
finding my ſelf within the daunger of her Maicſtics.. 
lawes: I began better to conſider the cauſe and quar-. 
rel that I had taken in hand ,remembring that ſaying 
of (yprian - Nen pena ſed cauſa facit martyrem , that 1s 
N ot the payne but the cauſe maketh a e Martir. I found 
that my cauſe did more concerne the Pope then any. 
Religion , and that rather Twas to be-conuited for 
matter ofhigh Treaſon , then to be perſe ith 
any extremitie for matter of mecre conſcience : For 
- that all the world knoweth , that her Maieſtic neuer 
did put any to death for matter of meere conſcience. 
or Religion. 

In the conſideration of my cauſe , which cheefely. 
was for the defence of the Pope: I remembred how.

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Pas the 5. had ti A her Ma.'/& remoued 
ſo many of her ſubic&s fr their dutiful & natural 0- 
bedicnce,as ſtoode perſwaded of the authority of his 
accurſſed cenſure he which(to ſpeak-truly)my con-. 
ſcience alwayes deteſted, & hardly could my ſtomack* 
be broughe to dygcſt ſuchan vnſauourye pill , yneill 
fuch time as by falſe perſwafion, I was cotaminate al- 
together. Beeing therfore ( as I fayd brought by the 
prouidence of Godinto priſon; came into this 
pie conlideration, that the defending of the Tape tes 
rrell: would rather make me a Traiftourthen a 
Aartir, & that my cauſe would ſooner proone gh 
Treaſon, thentrue Religion. For remembring the 
cauſe and effeR of the Pope his excomunicating of 
her Maieſtic : I found it was nothing els;butto diſpo 
ſeſſe her of her Crowne & Royale, & that Door 
e H oorton, a man of httle learmung , and leſſe Diuini- 
ty.after that he cie into England to pubbth the ſame; 
who trauelling all the North partes: gaue authority 
= ynto all the Prieſtes ;to perſivade her Ma. 
ubiedts, as wellin foro conſtientie , as in foro exteriors, 
(as they tearme it) to withdrawe their naturall obedi- 
ence from their Prince, and to prepare them ſelnes 
for rebellion. What effe&'this Excomimunication 
wrou git : the ſequel] declared by the Northen rebel- 
ton. Iremembred alſo, that Pope G roger that ſuc- 
ceeded him : dealt great deale more ſubrilly,& more 
dangerouſly then his predeceſſour , for wheras Pope 
Pius had excommunicated her Ma. openly : Gregory 
the 13. diſpenſed with all Papiſts,that it might be law 
full outwardly to profeſfe obedience, and to acknow . 
ledge her Ma. their lawfull Queene & Soueraigne: . 
ad yet inwardly to retayne a traiterous minte,and to - 
raiſe all the tretchenies againſt her that Hor 
ans of this matter Ineed not produce : 
D. 3. tions 
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tions and confefſions'of FAN as haue been exeruted 
for their treaſons, can well witnes. I confidered more 
ouer, the ſending of Saunders into Ireland,with a com 
ny,of ſtrangers for an inuaſi6, & how that Stukeley 
Fad beene imployed.to the ſame purpole, had he not 
beenas falſe tothe Pope,as he was to his Soncraigne. 
Theſe & the like conhiderations,at what time I was 
firſt committed prylonef into the Counter,made me 
to ſuſpe& mine owne cauſe, & quarrell that I had ta- 
keninhand, and Godalliſting mee with his grace, I 
humbled my {clfe, and did write a Letter of fubmiſli- 
on vnto an honorable Counſeller ot this Realme,vn- 
to whom I dyſcouered my knowledge of ſuch vile & 
horrible praiſes, as I did knowe to be intended a- 
pak} her Ma. and che ſtats .. I diſlyked the Pope & 
1s Religson , thatnoſeled men vp,in ſuch abhomina- 
nable treaſons, and deſired to be better enſtrued in 
matters of faith and (aluation, xn I might come 
ynto. a more.true and godly profeſſion, then before I 
was brought yp in . My petition was fauourably ac- 
cepted, I was not only pardoned paine offences : but 
I was alfo reſtored into grace andfauour : And thys 
was the farſt time , ...'.,. --. | 
Thus hauing declared the firſt & principall cauſe, 
that moued me to forſakethe Pope and to exchange 
my religion : I ſhall in a woord or two ſet downe = 
cauſes that made meeto fall backe againe, the which 
(next vnto the prouidence of almightic God, that ſo 
had appointed it) was, as I breefly repeated in my re- 
cantation , my corrupt afte&ion : For hauing all the 
dayes of my life been trayned vp among Papilts , en- 
ſtrued in their Schooles, and hearing continuallye 
their Sermons, reading their Bookes, and giuing my 
minde little or nothing vnto the ſtudie ofholy Scrip- 
tures, refyſing alyayes cither to heare or to read any 
thing 
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thing that might contrary my firſt conceiued opini- 
on, and hauing all my freendes & acquaintance of the 
Papilts parte , thinking that I ſhould be lett deſolate 
ws naked whenI were departed from them, andha- 
uing more regard vnto the ſhame & oblequie' of the 
on for altering my religion,then vnto the teſtimo- 

ny of a good contcience for my godly and wel doin 
and not being ſo thankfull vnto almightic God for ſo 
great a benefit receiued ,as I ou ht, orſocarefull tb 
reſcrue my ſelfe fromthe daunger of _ into the 
ike offence agayne, not hauing my ſoule thorowlye 
clenſed from + dregges of corrupt affetion; And 
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falling into the companye of ſuch ,as T could nbt bee 
bue greatly endangered- by them, partly by perfivalt- 
on, and partly by flatterie , _ y tayre promiſes, 
& partly by intreaty : I was at the length ſo bewitch- 
cd, as (forgetting my dutie vato God, my allegeance 
vnto my Prince, and looue vnto my Countrey) I con 
diſcended to returne vntothe Pope agayne; and then 
God with-drawing from me his grace: I was notſo 
well minded before, as I became nought & corru 

afterward, nor did not ſo well acknowledge atrathe, 
ſhew a repentaunce, and make a ſubtrilſion : as Ten- 
deuoured afterward to heapelye _ lye,ih flaun- 
dering of my ſelfe, in defending the , and in yn- 
dooing of all the good which beforeT had doone. In 
che which minde, after that I had framed anEpiſtle 
vnto her Ma, for to excuſe the Pope, Its Semmarie 
Prieſts, and to father ſlaunders on my ſelfe & other 
men, and had written an Apologie and other Libels 
to that effe&t, I was ſpeedilie comuaied out of the 
Realme,thinking firſt co haue trauailed to Rheames, 
and afterwarde to Rome. And direRting firſt my 
courſe into Scotlande, (for that 1 fearedto finde anie 
ſccure paſlage at any Engliſh Porte)I came to Lo 
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of ſe, there to take ſhypping for Frawnce, but 
Grllinen no paſlage readie, I —_ the next oppor- 
tunitic offered mee ina Flie-boate to Hamborough, 
inthe which after I had ſayled hue or f1xe daies, and 
comming neere ynto lande, behold,chere happened 
ſuch a ſuddatne tempeſt & {torme,hat neither Mai- 
Ker Mariner, or paſſenger , thought cuer that hee 
fold haue eſcaped drowning, I ſeeing the imminee 
Perrill and danger, Icalled to memorie the dyſobe- 
dient fat of [onas,wvho beeing commannded of God 
eo goe vnto ime, tranſported himſelfe towardes 
T harſis: who with the like tempeſt was puniſhed of 
almightie G OD for his tranſgreſlion; I applyed 
the-example ynto my felfe , Lthought I had 2rec- 
uouſlic offended in forſaking my Countrey, & fallz- 
tyingmy faith vntoG OD and my Prince.I vowed, 
-that if it would pleaſe God to deljuer mee fromthat 
preſent danger, and to ſaue the whole company that 
they might not perriſhfor mee, I woulde deſiſt my 
purpolſed-iourney,and'returne againe into Englande 
with what perril ſocuer. To be thort,tt pleaſed God 
to heare my petition, wee came fſafe:to Hamborongh, 
where after I had remained awhile, I repayred vnto 
her Ma. Comiſſioners that wete come thether,who 
.canbeare witnes of my repentaunce. Not long after, 
I came back ofmine.owne accord into England, and 
ſubmitted my felfe vnto her Maieſties mercie. Her 
highnes graciouſlic pardoned mine offence, and fo. 
was I reffored ynto grace.againe,andthis was the ſe- 
cond time. 

Good Lord, what ſhould be the cauſe of my fall 
againe ? O alriudo diuitiarum ſapientie et ſcientie Dei. 
O wonderfull depth of Gods profounde Tuſtice and indg- 
mtnts. My time wasnot yet come that I was to bee

world,long impriſonment, could once alter mee,but 

if I had beene called vnto my tryall anie time within 

halfe aycere after, I had I thinke, died as obſtinathe 

as anic before me had doone. Howe it pleaſed God 

at the laſt to conuert me, I haue ſet downe in my re- 

cantation, I neede not heere report 1t againe, & thus 

much. I thought good to make a ſupplic of that, 

which if mans, on permitted mh haue beene 

deliuered at ſuch time as I made my publike recan- 

tation : the which once Thad thought altogether to 

haue concealed,but that I remembred, that Secrerum 

Regis abſcondere, bonum eſt, opera autem Dei reuelare, 

honorificum : that is, T 0 conceale the ſecret of the King, 

is agood thing, but to manifeſt the wonderfull Workes of 
almughtie God, is a moſt honorable thing. Now come I 
to the ſecond cauſe, to giue thee (Gentle Reader ) a 
fuller ſatisfa&tion , tharmy former recantation hath 
beene doone without all hypocrifie or dyſlimulati- 
ON. 

As my recantation was publicke , and before an 
hononrable,worſhipfull, and woortby aſſembly, ſo I 
hope that their harts were ſo mooued, that molt of 
them wete enclined vnto pittie & compalhion,how- 
beit, ſuch as heard me not, & ſhall onely peruſe this 
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dombe Letter. I knowe d howethey may' ftande 
rfwaded ofmy true and faithtull meaning,and the 
more hardlie they may be incenfed againſt me,whert 
perhaps they ſhall heare of my former Lybelles and 
69A written inthe defence of the Pope , and all 
Seminarie Prieſts,at fuch tune as I was returned vn- 
to the Pope again; that hauing written ſo vehemet- 
he in their behalfe, in reproofe of my ſelte and myne 
owne confeſſions, with proteſtations that all that I 
had doone, was but in deepe hypocrilie & dyſ{imu- 
lation : and now athrming the cleene contrary, may 
yet ſutſpÞc& me of double dealing,and ſtand in doubr 
what to beleeuec. For if I did faie true then, I muſt 
diſſemblenow : and if I faie true now, I coulde not 
but write falſhoode then. For thy better fatisfaQtion 
in this point (good Chriſtian Reader)leaſt thy good 
opinion of mee might be carried awaie by the trau- 
dulent practiſe ofthe enemie againe , I haue ſette 
downe the true cauſes.that moued me firſt to reie& 
the Pope, hoping that they be ſuch, as no honeft op 
ns man may denie them : which beeing found to 
true in the ſight and knowledge of cuery man, I 
leaue it then for the indifferent Reader to mdge, 
whether I had iſt cauſe to forſake the Pope as I 
did, & whether I haue written anie ſlaunder againſt 
him. His dooings beeing far worſe then chat I have 
alreadie ſpoken, and whether I had good cauſe to 
ſuſpe&his religion,ſith that our Sauiour ſaith, T hat 
eerie T ree is knowne by his fruite, and thefruites that 
the Pope yeeldeth, beeing nothing els but horrible 
pracifes and T reaſons, 1 ſee not but that the Tree 
(as I ſaid in my recantation) together with the body

As for my Lybels and writings that I haue pen- 
ned and made in his defgnce , the niore they rome

But conſider (good 
Chriſtian Reader)the wonderfull power and mercy 
of almightie GOD, inthis one onely thing, Had I 
beene a(lured that I had ſetled my former fayth and 
Rehgipn yppon altable grounde, had not my con- 
{c;ence cryed.qut againſt nee, at what time the fin- 
ger of G OD did 'effectuallie touch mee, woulde 1 
(thinke you) alter that I had wiltully forſaken the fa- 
uours and mercies of my Prince, che libertie ofmy 
Countrey, the poſlibilitic of preferments, and after I 
had ſo ceiperatite committed my ſelte vntothe open 
ſhame and obloquic of the world, tothe daunger of 
death, & in the extreamitie of .ſficknes when 1 could 
hope for no life, haue repented mee of that which I 
had doone, and make ſuch a dite&ion of my faulte,
